At the invitation of the Honorable Harold Cooley, 
Chairman of the House Committee on Agriculturey-Mr. Cooley 
is from North Carolina, as most of you know-<Assistant 
Secretary W. Averell Harriman will deliver an address in 
Nashville, North Carolina.

This first cousin of us Tennessee Nash- 
villeans, on the afternoon of Tuesday, that is today, 
October 16, on the occasion of the 15th Annual Harvest 
Festival, Harriman will center his talk on the signifi- 
cance of the Trade Expansion act of '62, signed by the 
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President on the, llth in expanding export markets for 
American agricultural products. He will emphasize the 
vital role which the Food for Peace Program is playing 
in winning the cold war, He will discuss the achievements 
free societies and free institutions have nade in contrast] 
to the failures of the SinowSoviet bloc, especially in foo 
production, There is no text. He will speak extemporan- 
eously.
